WATER  SUPPLIES. 

All  the  area  is  supplied  by  the  Rridport  Water  Works 
Company,  who  are  empowered  by  their  Act  of  Parliament  of 
1872  to  take  from  their  springs  at  Litton  Cheney  a maximum 
of  320,000  gallons  per  day,  but  at  times  these  springs  do 
not  yield  this'  amount.  Because  of  this-  drop  in  yield,  and 
the  height  of  the  Bothenhampt on  reservoirs,  I96  feet  o, o. , 
during  the  Summer  months  shutting  off  at  nights  becomes  nec- 
essary to  enable  the  reservoirs  to  fill,  and  because  of  the 
fact  that  the  Borough  varies  between  3'^  feet  and  I50  feet 
0.  D.  , the  static  hea.d  available  in  some  parts  is  very  small, 
and  it  is  dear  that  the  supply  is  inadequate  both  as  to 
pressure  and  ouantity. 

A chlorinating  plEUit  is  installed  at  Litton  Cheney,  for 
continuous  chlorination. 

9 samples  were  taken  for  analyses,  and  none  contained 
B.coli,  per  icn  nil. 

Approxim.at ely  I/5  bouses  in  the  Borough  take  their 
waiter  from  outside  taps. 

The  Provisional  Joint  Water  Committee  representing 
Eridport  Borough  and  the  P.ural  Idstricts  of  Bridport  and 
Beaminster,  have  had  several  meetings  with  a view  to  seating 
up  a co-mprehensi ve  scheme  for  sup-'lying  water  to  the  whole 
of  the  Area,  but  no  progress  has  been  made  so  far,  and  until 
such  a scheme  is  put  into  force.  West  Dorset  will  remain 
inadequately  supplied  with  water,  Messrs,  Lemon  a^nd  Blizza.rd 
in  March  I9  6,  the  Consultant  Engineers,  employed  by  the 
three  Authorities,  put  forward  a comprehensive  scneme  for 
supplying  West  lorset  with  water,  and  the  County  Council  who 
are  the  co-ordina.ting  Authority,  were  kept  fully  informed. 

DRAINAG-E  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  Borough  is  on  a Water  Carriage  System,  and  the  crude 
sewage  is  run  out  to  sea  at  West  Bay  through  an  outfall  on 
tne  East  Beach.  The  latter  is  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition 
because  of  sewage  pollution.  Messrs,  M.  G.  8z  R.W.  Weekes, 
Consultant  Engineers,  who  ?7ere  employed  by  the  Council  in 
1937>  issued  a Report  which  embraced  (l)  Works  to  stop  flooding 
at  West  Bay,  (2)  Works  to  stop  nuisance  by  smell,  and  (3) 

Vforks  to  stop  Sewage  Deposits  on  Beaches.  The  War  intervened, 
and  these  plans  remained  in  abeyance.  The  above  Consultants 
were  succeed.ed  by  Messrs.  Howard  Humphreys  & Sons  who  carried 
out  a series  of  Float  Tests  at  West  Bay  with  a viev/  to  finding 
an  off-shore  current,  which  would  carry  the  sew8,ge  to  sea. 
Unfortunately,  there  was  no  such  current,  and  the  Engineers 
issued  a report  which  wss  based  on  the  Weekes  report. 
Discussions  are  going  on  as  to  the  most  suitable  method  for 
sewage  disposal,  etc.  at  West  Bay. 

During  the  vear  6 cases  of  defective  drains  were 
notified  to  the  owners,  and.  the  necessary  work  was  done.  Hew 
works  embraced  laying  J,l85  feet  of  drains  for  the  Borough 
Housing,  1,783  feet  'for  private  conversions  and  new  premises, 
and  27  feet  for  alterations  to  old  premises. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

2,078  loads  of  refuse,  representing  2,400  tons,  were 
collected  from  approximately  2,100  dust  bins.  A new  Karrier 
Motor  Lorry  of  12  cubic  yard  caps.city  was  put  into  operation 
in  Augipst  19^7.  The  motor,  lorry  wi^n  p.  driver  and  2 men  is 
emjjloyed  continually.  5I  tons  8-g-  cwts.  of  tins  and  5^  tons 
ll--‘‘  cwts.  of  paper  were  salva.ged  and  baled.  The  rest  of  the 
refuse  is  burned  in  a Destructor  where  two  men  are  continually 
employed  and  a third  works  part  time.  As  the  Destructor  is 
42  years  old,  the  Council  may  have  to  consider  replacing  it  in 
the  very  near  future.  Street  cleansing  is  carried  out  by  four 
road  sv/eepers  with  street  orderly  hand  carts.  4.31  miles  are 
swept  daily,  1,55  miles  three  times  weekly,  2.32  miles  twice
